Write to Your Congressman 



Editor <\j the Journal: 

At a recent conference in Harris- 
burg with Dr. John A. Knit/, chief ot 

the Federal Bureau of Vocational 
Rehabilitation in tin- I s Depart 

incut of the interior, and Dr. Andrew 
S. Beshore, Director of the State 
Bureau of Rehabilitation in the Tenn 
sylvania Department of Labor and 

Industry, my attention was called to 
an amendment to the Social Security 
Act of 1935, introduced by Senator 
La Follctte. 

The Hill has already passed the 
United States Senate and is now in 
committee in the House of Represen- 
tatives. It seeks to amend Section 531 
of the Social Security Act by provid- 
ing that federal funds shall be allo- 
cated to (he States for vocational 
training and rehabilition of physically 

handicapped persons. The deaf arc 

specifically included as a class who 
are to receive benefits under the i 
visions of the Hill. A minimum of 
$20,000 is guaranteed to every State 
under the Hill, and a total annual 
sum is appropriated that will ulti- 
mately amount to S5.000.000 in 1941 
and thereafter. The moneys will be 

used to match the appropriations of 

the several Slates for that purp 
appropriated, dollar for dollar. 

Pennsylvania is already receiving 

per annum for the vocational 

training of the deaf, and if this Hill 

becomes law, it will stand lo receive 

further sums. There is a similiar 

ttgement in Michigan and Si 

and no reason exists why 
the same condition should not prevail 
in every State. 

In view of the desirable nature oi 
this Hill. 1 respectfully hat 

the deaf everywhere write a letter to 
their Congressman, urging support of 
the measure.

You will want to know what will be 
done with the films after we get them 
and how they can be preserved. There 
will he two master prints of each sub- 
ject One will l>e used for study pur- 
poses. A United States Government 
Agency having ideal facilities for car- 
ing for films has agreed to accept one 
print of each subject for preservation 
purposes. This agency estimates it 
can preserve 16mm. film well over 100 
years.

Then the United Slates Coast Guard 
enlered upon the task of opening 
the blockade, with the result that 
large ice floes have occasionally been 
seen passing down the river opposite 
Kan wood. It probably portends the 
resumption of early navigation. At 
limes the view of the ire-laden river 
seen from the school's veranda is 
majestically beautiful. This winter, 
the last of Fan wood's stay in the 
neighborhood, the river opposite this 
school has been open most of the 
time. 

Such work of the Coast Guard must 
be lame as compared with the exper- 
ience it encounters when assigned to 
the task of patrolling the steamship 
lanes of the North Atlantic. This 
has been its annual duty since the 
sinking of the Titanic after meeting 
an iceberg in 1912. The American 
Coast Patrol goes far out on the steam- 
ship lane to protect shippng from the 
it r menace, which moves down yearly 
from the North Atlantic, meaning 
destruction to all in its path. The 
Patrol is regulated under an inter- 
national agreement, other nations 
sharing in the costs and its benefits to 

fety of commerce and travel. A 
Coast Guard cutter recently left Boa- 
ton for a preliminary survey. Patrol 
boats will do the patrolling when the 
icebergs begin to move. Four of the 

will base at St. John's, New 
I'oundlantl, falling back at Halifax 

when necessary. 
The duties of the Patrol provide 

for at least our vessel on 2<) hours of 
constant watch during the Ice season, 
locating by scouting and radio in-
